Government' Gun Boats Have Nofr Yet Captured 


The Pirate Craft Of Their Fleet. 


SITUATION IS STILL VERY CRITICAL 


It Is Feared That Other Of The Russian Vessels Will Join

Rock county are required 
to each 


summer take two weeks of institute 
training or an equivalent, and notice 
of this has been sent out by Superin- 
tendents Antlsdel and Hemingway to 
all who, it is known, are planning to 
enter the work of instructing children 
during the coming year. 
The annual 


joint institute 
will 
be held in the 


Tanesville high school building from 
July 17 to the 2S and the circular 
sent out says in part as follows: 


Every teacher who expects to teach 


in Rock county next year is expected 
to attend unless excused by her su- 
perintendent before 
the session be- 


gins. 
Attendance at institute means 


attendance at every exercise'of the in- 
stitute. 
This applies to those who 


expect to teach only a 
pan of the 


year. Following the custom of many 
other superintendents, five standings 
will be refiled for those only, who at- 
tend the institute. Such persons will 
be recommended for schools in. pref- 
erence to others. - • Anyone.- who 
at- 


tends a summer school of five weeks 
or more will be excused from insti- 
tute attendance upon application. 


The minimum in all branches this 


fall will be GO per cent and an aver- 
age of C5 per cent for a third grade 
certificate. 
Wages have been higher 


this past year and 
undoubtedly will 


be still higher next year. 
The peo- 


ple and pupils are entitled to higher 
Qualifications and better service from 
their teachers for this increased ex- 
penditure. 


Every member of the institute is 


required by the state department to 
take library reading unless 
excused.

Local, interest and dividend pay 
ments 'were exceptionally large and 
financial activity broadened, but operr 
ations proceeded smoothly, funds con- 
tinued in ample supply for ordinary 
needs and there was considerable new 
investment in securities. 


"Broken weather interfered in the 


principle retail branches, yet dealings 
reached a large aggregate, due to Im- 
proved holiday demand, and the de- 
pletion of merchandise stocks has 
been of satisfactory extent.

STATISTICIAN LOSES HIS JOB 


Secretary 
Wilson 
Dismisses 


From Government Service As Re- 
sult of Charges Filed .On Behalf of 


Cotton Growers' Association. 


Washington, July 8— The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture has taken its 
jilace among the other departments 
of the government in which a scan- 
dalous condition of affairs, brought 
about through faithless employes, is 
an established fact. 
The scandal in 


Secretay Wilson's department consists 
of a big leak in the bureau of statis- 
tics in which figures relating to the 
staple crops of the country are com- 
piled. 
The established fact is that 


brokers in New York have had ad- 
vance Information* as to the figures 
that were to be published respecting 
the .cotton crop. 


Secretary Wilson granted an inter- 


view to Edwin S. Holmes, associate 
statistician, who was suspended from 
office on June 9 last, on account o£ 
the charges filed on. June 2 by Richard 
Cheatham, secretary of the Southern 
Cottou Growers' association. 


The charge of greater gravity was 


that information of the operations of 
the1 statistician's office got into the 
hands of Theodore Price, a New York 
broker, long enough to enable him and 
those associated with him to work the 
market, not only in New York, but 
other places where there is specula- 
tion In cotton. _ 


CTcatTstician In Disgrace. 


After 
the interview Holmes an- 


nounced to a friend that his connec- 
tion with the government had ceased. 


vThe inference is that he was dismiss- 
ed.H is believed that .the revelations 
made by the secret service agents, 
who have been investigating the mat- 
ter for a month, will result in a re- 
organization of the bureau of statistics 
and the retirement or transfer of the 
chief statistician,. John Hyde. 
The 


chief had started on a trip to Europe 
when the charge was made by Mr. 
Cheatham. The suspension of Holmes 
was sufficient to cause his recall from 
his vacation. 


It' is asserted that big cotton specu- 


lators In New York have'actually pro- 
cured the employment of men in the 
department, apparently for the pur- 
.pose of getting possession of the con- 
fidential information' 


Money Flows His Wsv. 


Holmes and a former employe ol 


the government who worked in Use di- 
vision of statistics.-Moses Haas, are 
erecting a fine apartment-house in this 
city. When Haas came.'here he was 
glad to get employment at any figure. 
He got out about three years ago on 
ficcount of a prospective matrimonial 
venture with, the daughter of a con- 
gressman from Tennessee. Since that 
time he has been amassing wealth 
rapidly. 


Holmes told his friends that he had 


made his money in a mining venture. 
They had no information to the con- 
trary.' They have now. 
Haas and 


Holmes are regarded as rich men by 
their associates. 


Secretary .Wilson was simply as- 


tounded by the result of the investiga- 
tion begun by his direction. He has 
heretofore always scoffed at the idea 
that there could be a leak in the bu- 
reau of statistics. 
The figures were 


never made up until the day of publi- 
cation, and those who were intrusted 
with this.task were segregated in a 
private room and could not hold any 
communication with the outside world 
until after the figures were given ou't. 


Secret Reports for Brokers. 


•When the compilers went into that, 


room they took with them' reports 
from the state agents and from B. 
C. White, the general traveling agent, 
who is supposed to be the best man 
in the country on estimating the yield 
of cotton from merely looking at it 
as the plants grow in the field. These 
reports were to be used to correct tho 
reports from the '10,000 township aad 
county reporters. They were supposed 
•to be kept in a safe and under seal. 
They were supposed to be kept there 
•until the day for making up the- fi?:- 
-urcs. The chief fact developed by the 
secret service mun is that they vvere 
not. They wore opened and the facts 
cor.uiiued in them were used to supply 
the coital brokers. 


Another material fact developed is 


'that tho estimates put oi:t by ho divis- 
ion of satisfies were .evidently doc- 
tored for the purpose of enablinr ihe 
operators-to create Uio sort ot market 
they desired. In this way it is believ- 
ed that forunate brokers buncoed the 
public out of millions of dollars.

"About May 25, if the icason Is or- 


dinarily favorable, plant th'.s plat to 
squash, but not the hard shell'-kind, or 
to pumpkins, or both. Plant eight feet 
aiiart each way, and put hi plenty of 
seed, so as 
to give cut worms or 


squash bugs their fill and .have plants 
left. When the Insects have departed 
thin the plants to four or five to the 
hill. If the insects did not do the thin- 
ning. Each time the corn is cultivatr 
ed go through the squash patch until 
the vines get too large to allow It. In 
.this way the. vines are not inured by 
cultivation of the corn. 


"If the season Is at all favorable 


there will be tons of squashes and 
pumpkins on the ground, and they can 
bo got at without driving .over a large 
field 1.o satbcr them, and will avoid 
waiting Tor them until the corn is ina- 
lui-cd and cut up. This makes it pos- 
sible to bsgfn fet-cuus them earlier, 
and so Ious;tha:i3 tie feeding season 
of a I'.ind of material t'.iat is 
very 


beneficial ^o hogs as they are changed 
from the pastures to this fattening pen 
for early market. And nothing better 
substitutes ihe succulence of the sum-; 
mer during the later feeding- period 
than the 'fruits' named. 


"Alter the feed of corn, the squash 


or pumpkin dessert should follow nn 
tht- feeding floor. They should be cut 
a few.times with a sharp spade, so the 
hogs can make.good use of them. Ths 
cjuaatity. of feed must be regulated by 
the effect on the animals, and that car. 
be most quickly discovered by watch- 
in ? tho excrement. If lo'o much is bc- 
Ir.'i,- fed the bowels will be too 
loose 


and the excrement will 'not be of 8 
healthy color. These things will sug- 
gest a change in quantity of tho suc- 
culent feed. With such feeding, how- 
ever, wisely done, there will 
bo no 


fireaklug down of hogs or other pro- 
ventable ailments, but there will be t 
thrift and growth that will at one* 
surprise and delight."
